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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Receipt of applicant's response filed April 06, 2006 electing claims 3, 15 and 16 from 
the election/restriction is acknowledged. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed April 06, 2006 regarding claim 3 have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive. Claim 3 has been amended to recite in d, "when a loan is granted, 
forming a loan record... managing the granted loan in loan accounting and processing 
component..." Although Fraser discloses that the server maintains a database of pending loan 
applications (see Abstract), it is respectfully submitted that when lenders bid on certain criteria in 
loan applications, they are actually granting a loan based upon that accepted criteria when the 
bid is accepted (see Abstract). Fraser also discloses pending loan profiles and completed 
(emphasis added) loans for reporting by the administrative client which includes records of loan 
performances for profiles which have been processed (emphasis added) by the system (see col. 
14, lines 37-48). It is maintained that a completed loan is a granted loan because in order to 
effectively have a loan, the criteria or terms of the loan must be mutually accepted by the lender 
and the borrower. It is maintained that a loan is not complete (or effective) unless it is granted. 
In other words, it is maintained that the "loan" is merely an application before it is completed, 
and that it only becomes a loan after it has been processed and put into effect. Thus for the 
following reasons the rejection of claim 3 is maintained. Rejection of claims 15 and 16 are found 
below. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 3, 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fraser et al (US 5,995,947). The rejection of claim 3 has been discussed above and in the office 
action dated September 05, 2005. 

Regarding claims 15 and 16, steps a-h and a-c either provide limitations found in within 
a manual loan process or limitations that one of ordinary skill in the art would expect in 
processing a loan. Thus official notice is taken of analyzing the borrower's creditworthiness for 
potential loan approval or disapproval, approving the borrower's loan request, receiving a signed 
commitment letter from the borrower, preparing loan documents... re vie wing loan documents, 
etc., as being obvious extensions of the loan processing of Fraser as well as being a part of what 
one of ordinary skill in the art would expect within manual loan process.
